TAKING A DEEP INTEREST IN IT 


Mr. Fiegier Was Sick, but He Cheerfully 
‘ Talked About the Enterprise—Dis- 
cussing the Benefits from It. 


New York, January 2.—(Special.)—As us- 
ual with Atlanta’s undertakings, however 
gigantic, her projected international expo- 
sition promises to be @ go, if any vaticina- 
tions. can be fairly based on the sympathy 
and sentiments of the men who were in- 
terviewed today by The Constitution’s cor- 

dent. 
And they are men who are not discour- 
aged by the size of an enterprise. Their 
tons, too, have the backing of careers 
‘uniformly crowned by success. The three 
men whom I set out specially to interview 
‘are accustomed to measure well their words, 
knowing the weight which they carry. 

In passing it may be remarked 
they are men who do not invite the ap- 
proach of interviews. The greatness of their 
operations has made them conspicuous, and 
ho degree of modesty nor aversion to pub- 
licity can completely guard the retirement 
of their private lives and individual opin- 
fons from the invasion of the press. 

All of them are men of marked characters 
and nowerful abilities. The enormous and 
uncompleted wealth of two of them, as well 
as the nature of their investments, gives to 
them a national interest. Such personages 
are, therefore, licensed to give an opinion 
upon an enterprise that is planned to at- 
tract the attention of many nations and 
more than one continent. 

Mr. Flagler Favors It. 

When I called today at the office of Henry 
M. Fiager, 26 Broadway, my hopes of an in- 
terview sunk lower than the mercury in 
the’ thermometer. Mr. Flagler was sick 
at home, and his indisposition was not the 
result of New Year’s calling, for he had 
been confined to his house for several 
weeks. His home is at 685 Fifth avenue. 
Curiously Mr. Plant, whose opinions I 
sought later, lives at 586 on the same ave- 
nue. Although forbidden by his physicians 
to attend to business at the hazard of his 
health, when Mr. Flagler learned of the 
purpose of my visit, he neglected to obey 
the instructions of his medical adviser. He 
‘was Very hoarse and could not speak above 
a whisper, but his ideas were very distinct

most énthusiastic- promoters. He premised 
his statement by some very pleasant re- 
marks about another Atlanta enterprise.

The part of ‘Florida 
where his new road and water-way run is 
very beautiful and will no doubt take ad- 
vantage of the exposition to exploit its 
manifold beauties and superiorities.

McKANE WAS VINDICATED. 


A Little Excitement at the Meeting of 
the Board oi Supervisors. 


New York, January 2.—There was a live- 
ly meeting of the Kings county board dot 
supervisors in Brooklyn, in which John Y. 
McKane, boss of Gravesend, with eleven 
indictments and a sentence of thirty days’ 
confinement in jail, accompanying a fine of 
$250, hanging over his head, was te-elected 
President pro tem. for 1894. Mayor Charles 
Scheiren took his seat with the republicans, 
who had come prepared to make a hard 
fight to keep McKane out by contesting the 
seats of three members. 

Mr. “Dike alleged that Supervisor Kehoe, 
of the eighth ward, should not be recog- 
nized as a member, because the board of 
aldermen had appointed him to serve in 
Supervisor Stickever’s (deceased) place dur- 
ing the unexpired term of last year and 
for the year of 1894. Mr. Dike maintained 
that they had no legal right to do this, 
as the law provides that Kehoe could only 
serve until Sunday last—the end of the 
political year. 

The chair sustained Mr. Dike and ordered 
the clerk to strike Kehoe’s name from the 
roll. This rattled the eighteen democratic 
members, but before they could protest, Mr. 
Dike went on to raise a similar point in the 
cases of Supervisors Lyman, republican, 
from Flatbush, and Baisley, democrat, 
from Flatlands. 

Mr. McKane then made an intended dra- 
matic speech and declared he would fight 
for Kehoe’s seat until it was declared va- 
cant by the courts. 

Mr. Fitchie then said he would put the 
question, but Mr. Kehoe’s vote would not 
be recorded. The question was: “Shall the 
chair be sustained in declaring Dike's point 


‘of order well taken and consequently Ke- 


hoe’s seat vacant?’ The vote was fifteen 
in the affirmative and eightéen in the nega- 
tive—a victory for McKene. 

“I defy the public at large,” said Mr. Mo- 
Kane, to say that I have ever done any- 
thing wrong, and if my colleagues propose 
to re-elect me as president pro témpore, as 
they have said, I'd like to have the vote 
taken now. If elected, I shall take the 
chair and put the motion.” 

Mr. McKeon said: “We 
organize by ourselves.” 

Mr. Fitchie then declared that if any 
business was transacted by the board while 
the three men sat illegally, it would receive 
the veto of the supervisor at large. 

Then there was a scene. McKeon, Mo- 
Kane and others jumped to their feet to 
answer the threat of the chairman. 

On motion of Mr. Kehoe, a vote was 
taken on the election of a president pro 
tem. The vote was 21 to ll. 

Supervisor Dike nominated Supervisor 
esfdent pro tem. and McKeon 
placed McKane in the field; McKane re- 
ceived eighteen votes and Boyd fourteen. A 
bitter fight is expected at the next regular 
meeting of the board. 


“THAT IS THE MAN I SAW.” 


Milkman Mertes’s Evidence at the 
Coughlin Trial. 

Chicago, January 2.—Judge Tuthill today 
in the Coughlin trial, overruled the objec- 
tion of the defense to the introduction of 
testimany relative to the conversation and 
actions of the consprators other than 
Coughlin. Milkkman Mertes, fhe witness 
who was brought from Wisconsin to repeat 
the testimony given for the state at the 
former trial, was called fo the stand. He 
said on May 4, 1889, he saw a buggy driven 
to the door of the Carlson cottage. In it 
Was a young, slight man and a large man. 
The latter he said ran up the steps, unlocked 
the door and then entered. at is the 
man I saw enter the cottage,” said the 
witness, pointing at the defendant. Cough- 
lin looked straight into the witness’ eyes, 
but Mertes addeu: Tes, Coughlin is the 
man I saw. I came by the cottage later 
and heard some one hammering in there. 
The other man in the buggy was Kunze.“ 

Coughlin frequently in interviews, declared 
Mertes, a purjurer. Mertes’s testimony, ex- 
cept for the more dramatic identification, 
was substantially the same as that he had 
given at the former trial. When he had 
concluded his story Judge Wing conducted 
a searching cross-examination. 

A story was in circulation today to the 
effect that two attempts had been made to 
poison Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Scanlan. It was stated that the poisoning 
occurred when the attorney was making 
his opening speech, which was interrupted 
by his consequent illness. The story is gen- 
erally discredited, however, as it is known 
that Mr. Scanlan’s speech was interrupted 
by the trouble with the jury at the 
opening of the trial. ?

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE, 


Elected Speaker—Governor 
Brown’s Message. 


Loulsville, Ky., 
general ae«embly organized for work at 
rioon today- The first business before it 
came in the shape of the biennial message 
from Governor Brown. The document is 
significant, chiefly on account of the bold 
stand taken by tne governor against rail- 
roads. He asks for the passage of a law 
empowering ‘the railway commissioners of 
the state to adjust freight and passenger 
rates, and for the proposed absorption of 
the Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwestern's 
property by the Louisville and Nashville, 
the executive announces that he will fight 
it to the last ditch. Cheaper coal, reduced 
taxes and new management for peniten- 
tiaries are the other reforms he advocates. 

Mr. Carroll was elected speaker amid 
much enthusiasm, and all the other demo- 
crat caucus nominees were confirmed by 
a strict party vote. 

The time for the election of a United 
States senator has as yet tobe agreed 
upon. Senator Lindsay is without opposi- 
tion except such feeble resistance as the 
republicans will be able to make. 

Governor Brown’s Message. 

Frankfort, Ky., January 2.—Governor 
Brown’s message is a lengthy document. 
He reccommends that the tax rate be re- 
duced, and says there will be a large sur- 
plus in the treasury at the end of the fis- 
cal year. The governor says the death of 
the lotteries will purify the atmosphere of 
Kentucky, and that the consolidation of the 
railroads would put unspeakable burdens 
on the people. 

New York Legisiature. 

Albany, N. T., January 2.—The legisla- 
ture met here this afternoon. Governor 
Flower’s message announces that for the 
first time in more than. seventy-five years 
the state is free from debt and recommends 
measures to do away with direct taxation. 
The caucus nominations of officers of the 
legislature was ratified when the two 
branches met at noon today.

Mitchell’s quarters are on the ocean side 
of the island, directly opposite the city— 
the distance across the island and thence 
across the river being not over a mile.

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TARIFF AND BONDS, 


Congress to Assemble Today and Will 
Plange Into Debate at Once. 


WILSON AND REED AS LEADERS 


The Administration is Anxious to 
Have Bonds Issued. 


CASH IS GETTING LOWER EACH DA} 


Mr. Carlisle Will Urge Speedy Action to 
Save the Treasury From Going 
Dead Broke—Otner News. 


Washington, January 2.—(Special.)—The 
tariff fight, which will begin in the house 
tomorrow, will be one of the most cele- 
brated parliamentary battles of the last 
quarter of the nineteenth century. It will 
be opened by William L. Wilson, of West 
Virginia, for the bill and by Julius Caesar 
Burrows, of Michigan, against it. There 
will be plenty of doughty champions to 
follow these two—Bynum, of Nebraska; 
Springer, of Illinois; McMilun, of Tennes- 
see; Johnson, of Ohio; Cockran, of New 
York; Tarsney, of Missouri; Montgomery, 
of Kentucky; Turner, of Georgia; Breckin- 
ridge, of Arkansas; Hutchinson, of Texas; 
Everett, of Massachustts, and Raynor, of 
Maryland. These are the forefront of the 
tariff reform champions. Payne, of New 
York; Dollinger, of Iowa; Dalzell, of Penn- 


Sylvania; Cannon, of Illinois; Diugley, of 


Maine; Grosvenor, of Ohio i Storer, of Ohio; 
Johnson, of Indiana, and mightiest of all, 
Tom Reed, will follow the frayed banner 
of protection. There will be two or three 
days of general debate.

Editor Hart's Mission. 

Juan 8. Hart, editor of The El Paso 
Times, has been in Washington for teveral 
days in the matter of the proscription of 
his paper by the Mexican authorities.

Individual Income Tax. 

The advocates of the individual income tax 
proposition, were triumphant at the meeting 
of the democratic members of the ways and 
means committee this afternoon. The eleven 
members were present, when the final meet- 
ing was held at the treasury department 
at 4 o’clock. Comparatively little time was 
wasted in discussion. The ground bos all 
been argued and gone over this afternoon. 
The issue was joined on two propositions— 
one to levy a tax of 2 per cent against in- 
dividual incomes over $4,000 and against 
the incomes from corporations; (that is the 
difference between the gross income and the 
operating expenses, or in other words, the 
net income); and second, a proposition of- 
fered as a substitute by Mr. Cockran, of 
New York, to tax the incomes from corpora- 
tions 1 per cent and inheritances 5 per 
cent: to place a tax of 10 per cent on whis- 
ky and to restore whisky to the dutiable list 
at % cent per pound. The vote on Mr. Cock- 
ran’s substitute proposition, which was tak- 
en first, resulted in its defeat 7 to 4, as 
follows: .Ayes—Wilson, Cockran, Stevens 
and Montgomery. Nays—McMillin, Turner, 
Whiting, Brynam, Bynum, Tarsney and 

kinridge. 
* — 2 proposition was then Sub- 
mitted and carried by a vote of 6 to 5, as 
follows: Ayves—MeMillin, Turner, Whiting, 
Bynum, Bryan and Tarsney. Nays— Wilson, 
Cockran, Stevens, Montgomery and Breckin- 


ridge. 


It was also decided in connection with the 


latter proposition to increase the whisky 
tax 10 cents per gallon, that is from 90 
cents to $1, to be levied against whisky in 
as well as out of bond. 

Upon the representation that this increase 
would work undue hardships to the owners 
of whisky in bond, it was decided to ex- 
tend the bonded periods from three to eight 
years. The tax on playing cards, at one time 
fixed at 6 cents per. pack, was reduced to ? 
cents, and the contemplated tax on perfume 
and cosmetics was discarded. No increase 
was made in the tax on cigars, but the in- 
crease on cigarettes, $1 per 1,000, was al- 
lowed to stand. The committee estimates 
that the tax on incomes from corporations 


and individuals (corporations being treated 


as individuals), will raise $30,000,000 revenue 


$12,000,000. from corporations and $18,900,900 


from individuals. The increase in the whisky 
tax, it is estimated. will give an additional 
revenue of $10,000,000 per annum. The pro- 
posed tax on inheritances which was to be 
levied in case fhe proposition for an indi- 
vidual income tax failed, was not deemed 
necessary.

Two Necks Broken and a Child Drowned, 
A Victim Identifies the Friends 
Who Robbed Him. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 2.—(Special.)— 
The disaffected element of the Alabama re- 
publicans appear to have fallen into line 
with the other factions of their party and 
to have united with the combination of pop- 
ulists, Jeffersonians and republicans, In a 
convention at Cullman Saturday they came 
to some understanding satiafactory to them- 
selves and to the opposition, for the folluw- 
ing circular was today received by such of 
their clique as were not present at the 
meeting: 

“Cullman, Ala., December 31., 1893 Dear 
Sir: After a conference and thorough dis- 
cussion among leading republicans held 
in this city yesterday the following resolu- 
tion Was unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That the conference of Ala- 
bama republicans, called to meet at Birm- 
ingham, Ala., Thursday, January 11, 1894, 
at noon, be postponed until Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 8, 1894, at the same hour and place. 
Edward Morton Smith, chairman.” 

This is the date and place at which the 
allied forces will assemble in convention, 
and their circular is interpreted to mean 
that the breach has been healed and that 
the democrats will have the combined forces 
of the three parties to contend with. The 
belief is that there will follow a long and 
hotuy contested campaign. 

Identified the Robbers. 

Mr. Cotton, the Talladega farmer who 
was robbed of $1,200 here about a fortnight 
ago, returned today from Talladega and 
identified Gordon and Miller, the two young 
men who are under arrest charged with the 
crime as the men who had taken his money, 
He said the three of them got drunk to- 
gether and Miller and Gordon took him up 
stairs on South Twentieth street and robbed 
him of the cash which was in a belt around 
his waist. 

An Empty Jail.

A GOOD OLD DARKEY GONE. 


He Had a Pair of Sunday Boots for 
Forty Years. 

Birmingham, Ala., January 2.—(Special.)— 
An old colored man named Ralph Steele 
has died in Eutaw at the remarkable age 
of ninety-eight years. His birth is record- 
ed in the family Bible of the Steele family 
of Green county, the members of which 
ouch for the authenticity of the reord. 
He has been in the Steele family since 1825, 
not leaving them after being freed. Sever- 
al years ago he bought his coffin and his 
tombstone and kept them in his house, 
ready for the final summons. To the same 
end he joined the Baptist church about 
cwo years ago.

His name is Joe 
Chaney and he weighs only 150 pounds. He 
was arrested recently and incarcerated in

ASHTON ON TRIAL 


Charged with the Murder of Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel Stone. 

Janesville, Wis., January ?.—The trial of 
Mathew Ashton, charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Daniel Stone, began today.

One dark night 
Daniel Stone, one of the richest men in 
Rock county, was called from his home and 
struck on the head with a ¢lub.

The defendant came in this 
morning looking somewhat downcast and 


General Hawkins had yet three hours in 


which to finish his argument. For ‘sonie 


days it has been intimated that the de- 


fendant would not take the arraignment 
quietly, and when he took his seat this 


morning two deputy marshals devoid cf.

guilt.”” In closing, General Hawkins said, 
turning to Dr. Howard: “I arraign you ih 
the name of the United States, whose lews 
you have violated and whose citizens you 
have wronged; I arraign you in the name 
of your native country, old England, upon 
whose possessions the sun never sets; I 
arraign you in the name of your family, 
whom you have so grossly wronged; I ar- 
raign you in the names of the poor and 
ignorant, whom you have deliberately de- 
frauded, and I arraign you in 
the .name of the poor old washwoman 
whose last farthing you defrauded her of.“ 
Turning to the jury, the speaker continued: 
“And, in the name of God Almighty and of 
justice, I demand at your hands a verdict 
of guilty.’

Charging the Jury. 

Immediately after the argument was 
closed, which was 11:30 o’clock a. m., court 
adjourned till-7 o’clock p. m., at which hour 
Judge Hammond began to deliver his 
charge.

New Orleans, January 2.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s monthly report, issued today, shows a 
liberal movement of cottor into sight for 
December. The total for the month was 
1,614,882 bales, against 1,308,451 in December, 
1892, and 1,663,854 in December, 1891, an in- 
crease over last year of 306,431, and a de- 
crease under the year before last of 48,972 
bales. The movement from the Ist of Sep- 
tember to December 31st includes total re- 
ceipts at all United States delivery ports 
of 4,171,509, against 3,576,656 bales last year, 
and 4,793,494 the year before; net overland 
movement by railroads across the Missis- 
sippi, Ohio and Potomac rivers, 523,792, 
against 547,554 and 784,562 bales; southern 
mill takings, exclusive of quantity con- 
sumed at southern ports, 389,159, against 316, - 
886 and 290,247 bales, and interior town 
stocks in excess of those held at the com- 
mencement of the season, 395,092, against 

349,359 and 577,783 bales. 1 
These make the total amount of the cot- 


‘ton crop brought into sight during Septem- 


ber, October, November and December 
5, 419,652, against 4,790,455 last year and 6,446,- 
086 .the year before last, an increase this 
year of 629,197 bales over the corresponding 
four months of 1892, and 342,314 under the 
same period in 1891. 

Northern spinners tock during September 
345,879, against 380,585 last year and 349,868 
bales for the year before, increasing their 
total for the four months to 913,711, against 
1,060,045 last year, and 1,362,585 the year be- 
fore. This makes their average weekly 
takings for the season 52,859 bales, against 
60,822 last year and 78,180 the year before. 

Foreign exports for the four months have 
been 2,768,287, showing an increase over last 
season of 443,631, and a decrease from the 
same period the year before last of 347,736 
bales. The increase in foreign exports dur- 
ing December, compared with December of 
last year, has been 291,997, but for the e 
time the year before they have decrea: 
91,707 bales. : 

Stocks at the seaboard and twenty-nine 
leading southern interior markets at the 
close of December were 1,706,292 bales, 
against 1,604,315 the same date last year and 
1,943,127 the year before. 

Including port and interior stocks left 
from the previous season and the number of 
bales of the current crop brought into sight 
during the four months, the supply has been 
5,729,608 bales, against 5,323,406 last year, and 
6,724,402 the year before.

TWO MEN WERE. ENGAGED IN IT 


One Held Mr. Blackburn, While Another 
Shot Him and Beat Him to Death. 
They Got 673. 


Yorkville, 8. C., January 2.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution’s correspondent today vis- 
ited the jail to interview Monroe Watson, 
a negro prisoner to whom Jeff Crawford, 
who killed Mr. D. P. Blackburn recently, 
has been talking. Watson is in jail on the 
charge of stealing a quarter of beet from 
another negro, and, of course, denies the 
charge. He is well acquainted with Craw- 
ford and the sheriff has made them cell- 
mates. It seems that Crawford, who is 
wary of outsiders, has grown confidential 
with Watson. In answer to questions, Wat- 
gon told The Constitution's correspondent 
the following story: 

“Last night Crawford says to me, ‘Mon- 
roe, if you won't tell, I'll tell you some- 
thing.’ I says, won't tell,’ and Jeff he says: 
‘I never killed Mr. Blackburn. Sam Fouzler 
done it. Me and Sam followed Mr. Black- 
burn into the woods and Sam shot him. 
Mr. Blackburn started to run and I caugnt 
him and held him until Sam shot him again. 
Mr. Blackburn still wasn’t killed, and then 
Sam cut his throat with my razor and got 
a stick and beat him on the head with it. 
We got $73 out of his pocket. We took $14 
apiece and Sam kept the other $45. He has 
got it now. When we got through with Mr. 
Blackburn our clothes were bloody, and we 
went toward Rock Hill. We buried our 
bloody clothes at the corner of the old saw- 
mill on the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta 
railroad, three miles below Rock HII. 
When I got back home I hid my razor on 
the sill of my house. I told the woman 
what I went to see in Rock Hill, to tell 


them that I came to her house between 
1 


7 oo 8 o' lock.“ 
ter hearing Watson's story, I had a 

talk with Crawford, but he was not dis- 
posed to know anything. Upon asking if 
he knew of a sawmill three miles below 
Rock Hill, he looked confused and said there 
was no sawmill there. He was asked 
what he did with his razor. He replied, 1 
left it at home on the chair.” 

Parties have gone to the sawmill to look 
for the clothes and will also search under 
Crawford’s house for the razbr. They have 
not yet made their report. ‘The people of 
the neighborhood in which the murder was 
committed are still very much excited over 
the horrible affair. Although as yet there 
has been no effort to get up a lynching 
party, the probabilities that the neyro will 
live to be tried are not very great. ,

The commerce is large and many 
steamboats are employed on the river. The 
spur dams built several years ago at the. 
shoals, immediately below Columbus, of 
camparatively light material, on account 
of inadequate appropriations for more sub- 
stantial works, are now in such bad condi- 
tien and have been so washed away, that 
boats reached Columbus with the greatest 
dificulty during the last low water season. 
if « sufficiently large appropriation be made 
to complete the projected improvements at 
the Mound, Woolfolk, Upatole and Shell 
creek bars, and at St. Francis bend and 
Rock island, it is probable that thereafter 
an annual appropriation of $10,000 will suf- 


fice for the annual snagging operations, and 


for the maintenance of the contraction and 
Shore protection works. 

“An estimate of $10,000 as the amount 
that can be profitably expended in the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1895, is therefore 
submitted.“

ECONOMY IN MACON, 


Are Cut Down and Licenses 
Are Raised. 

Macon, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)}—The 
city council met tonight, Chairman Car- 
ling presiding. The most important busi- 
ness transacted was the reading of the li- 
cense ordinance and fixing tue salaries for 
the yexr 1894. The liquor license remained 
the same as last year—$100. There was an 
increase of about $15 in the license on quite 
a number of businesses. A license tax of 
$10 was imposed on each doctor, lawyer 
and dentist. This is a new tax. There was 
a cut in some salaries. The salary of the 
chief of police has been $1,800 per annum 
and about $400 extra per annum in cai 
from tax fi. fas. The chief’s salary for 
1894 will be only $1,200 per annum and no 
fees from the fi. fas. The reason of this 
cut is due to the fact that the new city 
charter has established the office of mar- 
shal, who will get a paid salary of $900 per 
annum. Formerly the chief.of police acted 
as marshal. The salaries of two lieutenants 
of police have been cut from $1,200 per an- 
num to $1,000. The salary of patrolmen was 
cut from $70 per month to $65; the salary of 
the two station house sergeants ‘was cut 
from $70 per month to $55; the salary of 
firemen from $65 per month to $60; park- 
keepers, from $600 per year to 3400. Last 
year the mayor received $2,800 per annum. 
Henceforth, under the new charter, he will 
get $2,000. The salaries of the other officials 
remain the same as last year. The city 
treasurer gets $2,200 per annum; the clerk, 
$2,000; city attorney, $1,500; city recorder, 
$1,200; engineer, $1,800; chief of fire depart- 
‘ment, $1,600; street overseer, $900. 

Aldermen Altmayer, Harris and Sperry 
and City Engineer Wilcox were appointed 
a committee to meet with the committee 
of county commissioners next Thursday to 
consider the proiect of draining the swamp. 
The finance committee recommended that 
the rate of taxation for 1894 be the same as 
last year—1½ per cent.

THE DEPUTY MARSHALS HURRY OFF 


They Knew That Calhoun Was No Safe 
Place for Them with Their Prisoners. 
A Night Operator’s Experience, 


Calhoun, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—One 
hundred masked men were in town last 
night. They came strictly on business, 
accomplisl.ed it and departed. They met 
with no interference to speak of and it is 
lucky that they did not, for they were 
strong enough to overcome any ordinary 
town force. 

The visit grew out of a raid which Wood 
Baily and Sumner, deputy marshals, made 
on the moonshiners, sixteen miles from 
here. The deputies left here Sunday night, 
took a long ride in a hack over the rovgh 
mountain roads and reached the neighbor- 
hood of the stills, up among the pictur- 
esque mountains. At the spot to which they 
went were two stills, one with a capacity 
of 100 gallons and the other a fifty-<allon 
still. 

The officers hid among the brush until 
the workmen came in. Then they closed 
in on the workers and bagged three. Sam 
Harwell, John Bean and another man, 
nained Knox. 

Four Thousand Gallons Spilled Out. 


The officers destroyed 4,000 gallons of 
beer and employed a wagon to haul the 
stills to Calhoun, which was done without 
molestation. A receipt was taken from 
the depot agent. The stills were placed 
in a car and the car was sealed. Soon the 
officers noticed strange men on the street 
corners and talking in subdued tones. The 
deputies feared that an attempt was going 
to be made to take the prisoners from 
them. They deputized some citizens and 
got their men on the first train for Dalton, 
where they were convicted before Judge 
Hamilton and released on bond, a bonds- 
man having gone with them. His name 
is Brackett. He lives near the still site 
and it will be remembered that last week a 
young man was shot at Brackett's house 
while attending a dance. His death has 
never been explained to the satisfaction 
of the people at large. Brackett is sup- 
posed to know a good deal about the goings 
on in Murray county. 

The Operator Did Not Interfere. 

While the night opergtor at Calhoun was 
listening to the monotonous click of his 
instruments, at half past 11 o’clock, he 
heard something crash. He ran out of his 
office and found the car containing the 
stills was being opened by a band of white 
caps, numbering at least 100 men. They 
leveled their guns on the operator and com- 
manded him to return to his offlee and at- 
tend strictly to his business. They pro- 
ceeded to open the box car and took from 
it the two stills that were gaptured the 
night before. The white caps shouldered 
the stills and carried them to a wagon, 
loaded them and returned with them to 
their mountain homes. It was done quiet- 
ly, but by as determined a set of masked 
white caps as ever went on an errand of 
outlawry. 

It is ought that the band was from the 
lower Hart of Murray county, but some 
rumors say that Gorcon county and per- 
haps Calhoun furnished a part of them.

The local 
bondsmen were then released and the Fidel- 
ity and Casualty Company accepted in 
their stead. This they expected to prove 
by the absent witnesses. John Cummings, 
under oath, stated that O’Brien told him 
that under advice of his counsel he would 
go to jail before he would testify in this 
case, unless the criminal case against him 
in the state court had been disposed of. 
If he testified now he might criminate him- 
self or prejudice his case. After sharp ar- 
gument Judge Key granted a continuance 
until April 9th. O’Brien’s criminal case 
in the state court is set for next Monday.

Raleigh, N. C., January 2.—(Special.)—The 
one hundred and seventh annual communi- 
cation of the grand lodge of Masons began 
at Wilmington this evening.

The annual 
report on the Masonic Orphans’ asylum, 
at Oxford, was made. It shows that there 
are 230 orphans there and that $19,500 was 
received and expended in this institution, 
of which the state gave $10,000.

SPRUNG A SURPRISE. 


The Suit of Mrs. Hall Against E. F. 
Gould Was Continued. 

The testimony of Charles Read, Mr. E. 
F. Gould’s attorney, when the alleged libel- 
lous card was written, shows that Mr. 
Read and not Mr. Gould wrote the card 
that was published. In view of this testi- 
mony on the part of Mr. Read yesterday, 
the defendant filed a plea, which was of- 
fered in addition to the plea of not guilty, 
interposed to the general issue.

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How to Help Atlanta’s Unemployed! 

Atlanta’s determination to begin prep- 
arations at once for the Cotton States 
and Pan-American Exposition should go 
a long way toward solving the problem 
of hard times, so far as the unemployed 
in this vicinity are concerned. 

Other cities throughout the country 
find it almost impossible to provide for 
the hundreds of thousands of toilers 
who are out of work, with no early pros- 
pect of employment. In the current 
number of The Review of Reviews a 
dozen pages are devoted to the discus- 
sion of the relief methods now being 
tried in leading American cities, Mr. 
Albert Shaw, in his prefatory remarks, 
advocates organized charity, and at the 
same time begs all well-to-do people to 
give out all the work that they are able 
to pay for at the present time. Run- 
ning over the articles on this line in The 
Review we find that Baltimore has a 
permanent central relief committee, 
composed of representatives of all the 
charitable organizations in the city, and 
also including the board of trade and va- 
rious commercial and industrial associa- 
tions. In Boston the organized charit- 
able associations urge the citizens to 
order work whenever practicable. Cin; 
cinnati, Chicago, Denver, Philadelphia 
and St. Louis give money and work. 
New York finds it more convenient to 
raise vast sums of money and give re- 
lief in that way. St. Paul, through pub- 
lie and private co-operation, keeps ev- 
erybody employed when they are willing 
and able to work. The concluding arti- 
cle in the series is by the Rev. Dr. 
Washington Gladden, who strikes the 
keynote in this sentence: “The prob- 
lem is to find work for the unemployed.” 

Years ago, during our cold winter, 
Henry Grady said that, while immediate 
necessities should be provided for, work 
was really the best solution of the great 
problem of taking care of the poor, Thif 
is. Atlanta’s way. We have our relief 
societies, but, as a rule, the idea with 
our practical people is to give all indus- 
trious workers a chance, 

Our great exposition will do this. Men 
who have been shut out of factories and 
the building trades will find that their 
services are in demand. We do not need 


an army of workers from distant points, 
but those who live here among us will 


be busily engaged when we start our 
great enterprise, and no man in any in- 
dustrial occupation will go begging in 
vain for a job. The money paid out on 
these weekly pay rolls will not drift 
away from us, It will be spent right 


here among us, and going into the cash 


drawers of our retail merchants will go 
out again into active local circulation. 
We shall see every mechanic and la- 
borer hard at work, and when the ex- 
position opens the invasion of rushing 
tides of visitors from the far northeast 
and northwest and the Spanish-Ameri- 
can eountries will flood Atlanta with 
money, and all this in turn will go out 
to our workers and merchants. 

The Atlanta way of solving a great 
problem will be heartily endorsed by 
all thoughtful men. The idea is to help 
ourselves and incidentally help others, 
Enough has been said concerning the 
plan and scope of the exposition to sat- 
isfy everybody that it will inaugurate a 
new era of commercial and industrial 
development that will bring the south to 
the front and make Atlanta the central 
market and distributing point for a vast 
and populous territory stretching from 
the snow line to the tropics. 

When these points are even casually 
considered our coming exposition can- 
not fail to excite the enthusiasm of every 
Atlantian and every southerner. With- 
out this enterprise it is probable that it 
would cost us this winter and spring in 
niding our unemployed a large part of 
what would be required to get this mag- 
nificent project started. We repeat it. 
The Atlanta way is the best. We are 


going to help our eity, help the south, 


employ our toilers and draw to this 
country an immense volume of trade 


from the Spanish Americas that will 


keep ts busy, without the possibility of 


oe a panic, for a century to come!

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The exposition is the thing! 
the Result So Far. 
It is not to be supposed that rich men 


have escaped the results of the finan- 
cial crisis which has followed the elim 
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great many instances the money lend 
have been hit in a very tender spot. 

The single gold standard is no re- 
specter of . It has a long arm 
and a tight grip, and it squeezes all alike 
in proportion to their possessions. The 
retired capitalists can stand it much 
better than the small investors, but all 
have to pay their share uf the toll ex- 
acted by the gold dollar that is con- 
stantly increasing in value. 

A competent authority estimates that 
$1,300,000,000 in railroad bonds wre at 
this moment either in default in their 
interest or paying it irregularly. To 
this must be added the vast sum reprer 
sented by the dividends due and past 
due that the railroads have not paid and 
cannot pay. The pity of it all is that 
the blow which hurts the retired capital- 
ists is fatal to the small investors. 
Their returns from these sources rep- 
resent their all, and when these re- 
sources are cut off they have nowhere 
to turn for relief. 

The loss in value of twenty-five of 
the principal railroad and industrial 


“stocks on the board of the New York 
stock exchange amounts to more than 


$235,000,000 since 1892. If we add to 
this the tremendous loss in the value of 
real estate and other forms of property, 
and the tremendous loss that is repre- 
sented by the decline in the price of 
wheat since 1892, to say nothing of the 
loss since 1873, we begin to get a faint 
idea of the absorbing power of the sin- 
gle gold standard, and of the immense 
sacrifices that the people are making in 
order to give the money power of the 
east an opportunity to worship at the 
shrine of their golden god. 

While it is true that all interests have 
been hit, yet it is equally true that the 
wealthy goldbugs had carefully counted 
the cost of their scheme, and they will 
amply recoup themselves if they can 
prevent the people from carrying out the 
legislation necessary to give the coun- 
try relief from the pressure of the sin- 
gle gold standard. The losses of the 
wealthy goldbugs will be trivial com- 
pared to their gains if they can perma- 
nently impose the single gold standard 
on the people. 

What are the people going to do about 
it? 

A Notable Beginning. 

The city council did itself great credit 
and came up to the full requirements of 
a Hberal, progressive and enterprising 
administration in two notable resolu- 
tions adopted at Monday’s session. 

The first was the resolution introduced 
by Mr. Meador, the retiring member 
from the sixth ward, concerning the ex- 
position, which was adopted by the 
unanimous vote of the body, and the im- 
portance of which justifies its reproduc- 
tion, as follows: 


Whereas, Atlanta, standing pre-eminently 
as the most progressive city of the south, 
it is expected of her to lead in matters of 
enterprise and carry to successful comple- 
tion affairs of such magnitude as‘ other 
cities, greater in population and wealth, 
would not dare consider. The general de- 
pression of this year has stagnated the 
enterprises of almost the entire country, 
and yet, Chicago, with wonderful determi- 
nation, has carried through most success 
fully the grandest enterprise the world has 
ever known in the Columbian exposition. 

Our own city has shared in the general 
depression, but to a less extent than any 
of her neighbors, and now only needs the 
show of new energy and confidence to see 
us take our original position of life and 
prosperity. The cry of hard times' can 
best be overcome by making good times, 
and good times can be ‘brought about by 
an energetic fight on hard times. The pro- 
posed exposition is a move in this direction 
and, if carried out successfully, will be of 
more lasting benefit to the upbuilding of 
our city than any other tactor to be taken 
hold of, by attracting the attention of the 
whole country to our city, filled with peo- 
ple of energy, capacity and such confidence 
in their city and each other as to pull to- 
gether and succeed in any emergency, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the mayor and general coun- 
cil or 1893, That it is both practical and 
feasible to start to work now for a grand 
exposition in 1895, and recommend that the 
eouncil of 1894 shall extend all aid possible, 
in legislation and financial support, to this 
enterprise. 

This is fashioned in the true Atlanta 


spirit, and the enthusiasm which marked 
its adoption by the general council 
means a great deal. 

It puts the world on notice that At- 
lanta is going into the exposition. move- 
ment in no half-hearted way; that not 
only the citizens generally are interested 
in it, but that the city government pro- 
poses to take an active hand in its suc- 
cess. The resolutions are on the right 
line, and the declaration that the cry 
of ‘hard times’ can best be overcome by 
making good times, and good times can 
best be brought about by an energetic 
fight on hard times,” is as true as the 
gospel, as is also the statement that “the 
proposed exposition is a move in this di- 
rection, and if carried out successfully 
will be of more lasting benefit to the up- 
building of our city than any other fac- 
tor to be taken hold of. * * * We 
recommend that the council of 1894 shall 


extend all the aid possible in legislation 


and financial support to this enterprise.” 
The resolutions met not only with the 
hearty approval of the city council, but 
are heartily endorsed by Mayor Good- 
win. 

All this is yery gratifying. It shows 
that it makes no difference how general 
the distress, Atlanta is able to take care 
of herself, and she will do it.. The ac- 
tion of the council is a good work well 
done, and it deserves the thanks of the 
entire eity for the earnestness with 
which it has gone to the support of the 
movement looking to the general benefit 
of the whole city. 

Another notable resolution was that in- 
troduced by Mr. Harman asking that the 
meeting pf the Grand Army of the Re- 
public in 1895 be held in Atlanta, and 
that the committee be appointed to at- 


: 


tend the Pittsburg meeting this year to 


secure the next encampment in Atlanta, 


when the great exposition is to be held.

If Atlanta secures 
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will bring to this city not less than 100,- 
000 visitors. Of all places, a more ap- 
propriate selection than Atlanta could 
not be made for the encampment of 1895. 
The exposition will be in full blast at the 
time and the Grand Army will have a 
splendid opportunity to see the south on 
dress parade, Such a selection would be 
a fitting recognition, on the part of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, of the fact 
that the war is over and that the sec- 
tiofial hatchet is everlastingly buried. 

Let the Grand Army of the Republic 
meet in Atlanta—right here where 
thousands of that celebrated organ- 
ization participated in some of the 
most historic movements of the 
war—in Atlanta, in and around 
which the most desperate encoun- 
ters in the long conflict between 
the two armies took place. The country 
immediately surrounding Atlanta is the 
most historic of any of the battle 
grounds of the-war and no section of 
the country is as inviting for a visit of 
the veterans of 1861-’65. 

Atlanta is the place for the encamp- 
ment of 1895, and we must have it! 


A Fight for the Platform Only. 

We publish elsewhere a card from Col- 
onel W. C. Glenn, of Atlanta, replying 
to the communication signed “Platform 
Democrat” in yesterday’s Constitution, 

While The Constitution thinks there 
is no possible doubt that General Evans 
is the choice of the people for governor 
—and we say this without the slightest 
disparagement of Mr. Atkinson—we are 
disposed to see that the latter is not done 
an injustice. 

The attack on Mr. Atkinson for his 
declaration that every pledge of the dem - 
ocratiec platform must be redeemed is 


equivalent to an attack on General ‘ 


Evans, who is equally as earnest on this 
point as Mr. Atkinson. It is absurd to 
say that such a statement is equivalent 
to an “anti-administration declaration.” 
If this is true those who might be so 
inclined would find themselves in very 
shallow water in endeavoring to elect a 
candidate for governor on a platform 
that the pledges of the national demo- 
cratic platform shall not be redeemed. 

The attitudes of General Evans and 
Mr. Atkinson are identical in so far as 
they relate to the redemption of,every 
pledge of the national platform, Both 
have declared for the free coinage of 
silver under the same unrestricted con- 
ditions that regulate the coinage of gold. 
Both are in favor of an expansion, in- 
stead of a contraction, of the currency. 
Both favor an individual income tax. 
Neither would approve a bond issue, and 
the position of each, so far as the na- 
tional platform is concerned, is entirely 
consistent. 

The Constitution has said a hundred 
times that there should be no “adminis- 
tration” or “anti-administration” fight in 
Georgia. We should have nothing more 
than a platform contest. If anybody in 
Georgia believes that the people of this 
state don’t approve the national deme- 
cratic platform let them trot out their 
man, and let him be run as an anti-plat- 
form democrat. 

But let us have no more of this talk 
about “administration” and “anti-admin- 
istration.” 

The “administration,” whatever that 


18. has nothing to do with a state elec- 


tion in Georgia. This state can take 
care of its own affairs. 
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Get the Tariff Bill Through! 

The Review of Reviews, which has 
made à strong fight for a tariff for reve- 
nue only, is not very well pleased with 
the prospect as outlined in the Wilson 
tariff bill. It says that if the democrats 
had the statesmanship to pass a measure 
absolutely discarding every vestige of the 
protective. system and substituting a 
clear, simple, unmistakable plan of na- 
tional taxation for revenue only, fixing 
January 1, 1900, as the time for this new 
policy to take effect, the country would 


be satisfied. 


While this seems to be a long post- 
ponement of the relief which the people 


‘demanded in 1890, and again in 1892, 


we do not propose to enter into any dis- 
cussion with The Review of Reviews 
on this point, nor, indeed, on any other, 
But we desire to call attention to the 
criticism which Dr. Shaw, the editor, 
passes on the Wilson bill. He says: 
But, in our candid opinion, the plans now 


decided upon by the Wilson committee, far 


from doing anything at all towards pro- 
moting the trasfer from a protective to a 


purely revenue policy, will have just the op- 


posite effect by provoking a reactioa that 
will restore the republicans and perpetuate 
the republican tariff policy. Resumption of 
specie payment was accomplished by the 
simple and obvious plan of announcing 
a date far enough ahead to allow the coun- 
try to accommodate itself to the approach- 
ing fact. The question today is not wheth- 
er the Wilson bill is better than the Me- 
Kinley bill, but whether it is worth while 
to further disturb business by substituting 
one makeshift policy for another. Why not 
tolerate the existing makeshift, which has 
the advantage of being a known quantity, 
upon the understanding that in theqyear 1900 
we shall enter upon an era of free trade? 
In commenting on some remurks in 
The Richmond Times yesterday we sug- 
gested that Mr. Cleveland is not per- 
sonally responsible for the Wilson bill. 
We may say to Dr. Shaw, who has made 
Mr. Cleveland his political hero, that Mr. 
Cleveland probably endorses the Wilson 
bill because it is a, measure framed by 
democrats: rn the democratic 
party. „„ 
Me are very frank to say that if The 
Constitution had been commissioned to 
frame the tariff bill the result would 
have been altogether different from thé 
Wilson measure. We should haye fol- 
lowed strictly the pledge and promise of 
the platform. We should have con- 
strued that pledge to mean that protec- 
tion is unconstitutional and undemo- 
cratic, even when bestowed in the shape 
of free raw materials. We should have 
construed that promise to mean that du- 
ties are to be imposed for purposes of 
revenue only; that no tax high enough 
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try. It has had the 1 

dom and experience of men who have 
made tariff reform their sole political 
stock in trade. 

But above and beyond these faets is 
the more important fact that the country 
is passing through a commercial and 
financial crisis as severe as any it has 
ever known, and it is not an auspicious 
moment for criticising the tariff bill, or 
for putting forward any objections that 
may involve delay. 

We do not say that the adoption of 
the Wilson méasure wil! prove to be a 
remedy for the commercial and financial 
crisis. We know that it will not. But 
it will release merchants, business men 
and manufacturers from the uncertainty 
that results from the failure of congress 
to act. The republicans claim that the 
fear of tariff legislation has produced 
the panic, but thiajis as ridiculous as the 
contention that the Sherman law is re- 
sponsible for the depression, which is as 
keenly felt in England and in all the gold 
standard countries as it is in the United 
States, 

Considering the situation—feeling that 
the responsibility rests heavily on the 
democratic party—we believe it to be 
our duty and the duty of all democrats 
to accept the Wilson bill as it is, or as 
it will be when it comes from a demo- 
cratic congress. There is more harm for 
the party in the impatience and irrita- 
tion of the business interests of the coun- 
try than there is in any kind of tariff 
bill, even though it contain only a re- 
mote suggestion of the platform pledge. 

What the country wants is action. The 
business interests, whose contracts and 
investments are most seriously suffering 
by every hour of delay, can adjust them- 
selves to any kind of a tariff. A real 
revenue tariff would be as welcome to 
them as the tariff that has been framed 


| by the ways and means committee, pro- 


vided only that there is no delay in giv- 
ing them the authoritative information 
on which to base their contracts and in- 
vestments. 

The thing for congress to do is to act 
and act promptly. There have already 
been fourteen months of delay. In ad- 
dition to the stagnation and depression 
that has followed the formal demoneti- 
zation of silver, the mercantile and man- 
ufacturing interests of the country are 
suffering from the doubt and uncertainty 
that are involved in a tariff change. 

The sooner this doubt and uncertainty 
are removed the better it will be for the 
country and the democratic party. 


Administration candidates will necessarily 
have to represent Mr. Carlisle’s financial 
views, as Mr. Carlisle represents Mr. Cleve- 
land. Mr. Carlisle says the single gold 
standard is the settled policy of the country, 
and he is for a bond issue, Now let some 
ambitious Georgian dance before the people 
of Georgia to that music!

Mr. W. M. Scott safd: The time for 
holding this exposition is, to my mind, a 
most opportune one.

When Henry Grady 
called a few of the leading citizens together 
the day the Kimball house burned down 
and said: ‘This is, gentlemen, the first set- 
back we have received since the cotton 
exposition.

„The effort of the Atlanta people to have 
another ‘greater and grander’ exposition in 
the Gate City is watched with an un- 
usual amount of interest by all of the 
southern people here. It is confidently be- 
lieved that this enterprise, like all of 
those wh.vch Atlanta has undertaken, will be 
crowned with success. 

“Secretary Hoke Smith is very enthusias- 
tic over the project. In speaking of the 
matter this morning, he said: ‘I am de- 
lighted to see the business-like, confident, 
ola-time air with which the people of At- 
lanta have gone about getting up the expo- 
sition. I have no fears about its being an 
unqualified success, ang think that just at 
this juncture it will be of untold value to 
the south, to Georgia and to Atlanta.“ 

“Continuing, he sald: ‘I see no reason 
why the government should not make as 
handsome an exhibit in Atlanta as it did 
in Chicaga I will certainly use all of my 
endeavors toward seeing that the exhibit is 
carried there. 

„think also that it would be a good 
plan to see the representatives here of the 
South American countries and inauce them 
to have their Chicago exhibits sent to At- 
lanta. If the matter were put before them

Mayor Goodwin Says the Great Bxposi- 


tion Will Do the Entire South Good. 
HE WILL GIVE IT HIS HEARTY SUPPORT 


He Discusses It Freely, and Endorses All 
That the Genera y Council Did 
Last Monday. 


Mayor Goodwin is one of the most enthu- 
Ssiastic and ardent advocates of the great 
exposition which is to be held in Atlanta 
next year, in the south. 

The mayor says the exposition will do the 
entire south more good than anything that 
has happened in years, and both as a citi- 
zen and as the chief executive of the 4 
will put his shoulder to the wheel and help 
the event along. 

No one who was in attendance upon the 
last meeting of the general council of 1893 
emiled more pleasantly than Mayor Good- 
win when Mr. Meador crowned his retire- 
ment from the body by the resolution he 
introduced pledging the support of the new 
council to the exposition. Had the mayor 
drawn the resolution himself, he could not 
have made it conform with his views nore 
completely than did the paper written by 
Mr. Meador. It was with pleasure he heard 


‘the paper read, and it was with pleasure 


ma greater degree as he listened to the 
warm and enthusiastic support of the meas- 
ure, Again during the evening session 
when the new body had assumed control of 
the city government, Mayor Goodwin was 
pleased to hear the resolution presented by 
Mr. Harman, the new member from the 
sixth ward, which practically wedded the 
council of 94 to the measure. 

During the day yesterday the mayor took 
occasion to talk freely about the work of 
the council relative to the exposition and 
upon every occasion asserted that he 
thought the council was right in endorsing 
the work laid out by the gentlemen having 
the exposition in hand. 

“The truth is,” he said, “Atlanta is now 
one of the best known cities in the union, 
and a show of the kind I understand is 
designed, will help not only the city but 
the entire south. Then, in addition to that it 
will give the people of the country, who 
want an annual tour of recreation, an op- 
portunity to see the best country in the 
world, and may be of benefit to them. Es- 
pecially would it be of benefit to those who 
have money to invest and who know of no 
good place to locate it. No one will doubt 
that Atlanta and the country tributary to 
it is the finest and most inviting section 
in the union, and if those who are looking 
for investments were to come this way, 
they would go no where else for a place to 
put their money.“ 

“Then,” someone suggested, „you endorse 
the resolution by Mr. Meador?’ 

“Most heartily I do. I think the city gov- 
ernment should pledge itself to give all the 
aid possible to anything of the kind. There 
is Not a member of the body who would not 
be willing to take a chance in anything in 
which the gentlemen who are managing 
the proposed exposition are interested. Then 
why should they, as representatives of the 
city, hesitate to help the movement along. 
The truth is, I believe, the inauguration of 
the exposition movement is wise and well 
timed. The great Cotton exposition of 1881, 
when the city had not half its present 
population or wealth, demonstrated the 
ability and success of our people in such 
enterprises and as the one now propose 
is to be on a much greater, grander scale 
it will surely attract and interest hundref*s 
of thousands Irom all sections of our coun- 
try and from other countries as well. The 
Columbian exposition, just closed, has had 
the tendency to educate and to interest.the 
people in great fairs, and ours will be far 
enough removed in time to engage: the ate 
tention of the country at large again.“ 

“Then you think Atlanta would have 
crowds?" was asked. 

Beyond a doubt. I know something of the 
prestige of Atlanta throughout the United 
States and I know, too, that we do not 
fully realize and appreciate the wide-spread 
reputation of and admiration for our city. 
The fact is, if we do our part suceess is 
assured. On the high plane proposed the con- 
templated exposition deserves the encour 
agement and support of every citizen of 
large or competent means, and it deserves 
the support of the city government as 
well to the extent of its ability in 1894 and 
1895. This I ~~ freely, and for that reason 
I was gratified when I heard the resolution 
introduced by Mr. Meador and later in the 
evening the one by Mr. Harman. The pas- 
Sage of these resolutions by the general 
council pleased me, and I want to see the 
exposition a decided success.“ 

“The city government can assist in the 
work—?’ 

“In many proper and legal ways,“ said 
the mayor, interrupting the question. “The 
city can co-operate in this great movement, 
though the main reliance must, in the na- 
ture of things, be on the people as individ- 
uals and the dominant public spirit here will 
secure that.

WHEAT DECLINES ONE GENT A BUSHEL 


Cotton Advances a Few Points, Aided by 
a Firmer Liverpool Closing—Re- 
ceipte Are Falling Off.

NEW YORK, January 2.—The temper of 
the share speculation, which, at the close 
of the old year, was buoyant, had changed 
materially at the opening of business on 
the first secular day of the new year. 
There was a heaviness in the initial deal- 
ings, which bode no good to values and as 
the day advanced the depression increased, 
the late dealings being more panicky and 
feverish than at any time during the day. 
Among the causes which led up to the 
break in prices was the circulation of a 
report that a well-known trust company 
was in financial trouble and this was Mag- 
nified into a rumor that several financial 
institutions were on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. The basis for the original story is 
found in the fact, that one of the lesser 
financial institutions of the city, which 
has been known to be weak for some 
months past, is likely to go into liquidation 
as a result of the annual examination of 
its affairs by the state banking depart- 
ment. But there is no other Known 
weak spot in this financial center, 
and no alarm is felt in local financial cen- 
ters in regard to the stability of the city’s 
moneyed institutions. Special causes 
were at work, too, in several stocks, which 
served the purposes of the short interest 
in depressing values. A furious drive was 
made in Sugar on a report that the ways 
and means committee had agreed upon an 
amendment to the tariff bill udverse to the 
interests of the company, and the bears 
also used the decline in price of refined 
gugar to depreciate the shares of the Sugar 
company. As a result, Sugar common broke

He goes on, however, to say: 

“Your authority to purchase school sup- 
plies, maps, charts, etc., is not abridged, 
but I must caution you against too great 
an expenditure of the school fund for these 
things. The requirement that the county 
school commissioner must notify this de- 
partment that the schools are within three 
weeks of closing is repealed by the opera- 
tion of this recent law, but the notice that 
you have made arrangements to place the 
schools in operation for five months is to 
be sent in as heretofore. Instruct your 
county school commissioner to send in this 
notice at once if you decide to open your 
schools the first of the year. Long-term 
schools are not abolished by this law. You 
have the right to recognize them or not 
as you see proper. If you do recognize them 
contracts for salaries must be made with 
the teachers of such schools also. County- 
line schools are not interfered with. The 
salary plan must apply to them, each coun- 
ty paying its own salary. I repeat what I 
Stated at the outset: ‘You must decide 
whether you will place your schools in 
operation or not at the beginning of the 
year. To save misunderstanding and cor- 
respondence, let the county school com- 
missioner notify me as soon as you have 
made your decision. I direct county school 
commissioners to apply at once to the 
county authorities for an office in the court- 
house. Make no arrangements for insti- 
tutes until I send out instructions.“ 

Captain Bradwell is thankful. In his 
concluding paragraph he says: 

Let me add to the above instructions 
my congratulations to the school officers 
and teachers upon the passage of a law so 
long prayed for. While this law is not 
perfect, it is a decided step forward. The 
teacher is at last placed upon a level with ; 
other officers of the state. In carrying out 
this new policy, I am largely dependent 
upon your help in making the rough places 
smooth, and in removing the friction Which 
must be expected in a~law making such 
sweeping changes.“

Quarterlf Payments. 


Commenting on the first feature he says: 

“By far the most important of these re- 
cent laws is the one providing for quarterly 
payments to the teachers. It makes radi- 
cal changes in the late plan of collecting 
and disbursing the school fund. The lead- 
ing object of the measure being to pay the 
teachers quarterly, these changes were im- 
perative and the proper interpretation to 
place upon the different provisions of the 
act—some of which may at first glance ap- 
pear to be in conflict—must be determined 
by their bearing upon this central fact.’’ 

He then gives the salient points of the 
act in the order in which they occur, as fol- 
lows: 

“All moneys, from whatsoever source de- 
rived, belonging to the school fund, must be 
paid direct into the state treasury. This 
does not in any matter apply to the school 
fund of 1893, as that fund is already appor- 
tioned and it must be paid out according 
to the law existing at the time of the ap- 
portionment.

The History of the 

Baldwin county was mapped out and the 
town of Milledgeville chartered in 1803 and 
soon the legislature determined to build a 
handsome statehouse there. A committee 
Was appointed with a Howell Cobb and a 
John Rutherford—familiar names in Georgia 
fven now—among the others to select a 
site for the capitol and to arrange for the 
building of it in Milledgeville. The commit- 
tee made a report at the next session of the 
general assembly. Thus it was that the 
statehouse at Milledgeville came to be built. 

It was made the throne of Georgia in 
1803. The building cost the state $115,000 
and the construction was under the guid- 


‘ance of General Thomas. 


The building was on a high slope on the 
western side of the city of Milledgeville, 
and was surrounded by a great beautiful 
green lawn and shadowed by stalwart oaks 
all around. It was certainly a charming lo- 
cation for a state capitol, and the gray, 
castle-like walls of the building touched off 
with becoming contrast the green of the 
campus and the dense foliage of the giant 
trees In summer time. It was a peculiar 
style of architecture, but a style withal 
that smacks of the southern idea of such 
things in that day and time, and for that 
reason the building was all the more a 
study. 

An old historian describes it as follows: 
The statehouse stands on an eminence, 
three-fourths of a mile from the river, ex- 
hibiting a tasteful appearance of Gothic 
architecture. In this are rooms for the leg- 
islature during the ‘sessions, the offices of 
the governor, secretary of state; treasurer, 
comptroller and surveyor general, besides 
apartments for clerks and committees and 
several fireproof rooms for public records. 
The representatives’ hall is 54x60 feet, or- 
namented with full length portraits of Gen- 
erals Oglethorpe and LeFayette, and 
the senate chamber with those of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson. In the executive office 
is an old portrait of Ogletherpe, sitiing 
dressed in an antique costume and exam- 
ining the map of Georgia. This building 
with the wing was erected at the north 
end in 1828, cost $115,000. The cost of ar ex- 
cellent clock in the cupola was 81, 000.“

t was while Governor John Milledge ruled 
over the state that the capitol was built, 
and the city of Milledgeville chartéred. The 
place was named after the distinguished 
governor of that day who was so largely 
instrumental in securing the new building 
of state and who was the first governor to 
pitch his official tent beneath its rooftree. 

The building was large enough for a sen- 
ate chamber, a hall of representatives, 
offices for the governor and several other 
state officials with a few rooms remain- 
ing for the committees of the legislature 
and for other purposes. The legislature al- 
lowed the court of Baldwin county to be 
held in the statehouse for several years, 
but there is a law on record forbidding this 
after 1805. In those days the state capitol 
was regarded as one of the finest. buildings 
in the whole region of the south, so the 
traditions and stories run, and the people 
of Georgia were very, very proud of it. 

Beyond all shadow of doubt the most 
eventful period of the entire history of the 
state of Georgia was that which marked 
the time when the capitol of the state was 
at Milledgeville. The seat of power was 
taken to Milledgeville just at the time when 
the colonial days had passed over, the war 
of the revolution smoothed down and 
the country building up and prospering like 
the proverbial rose. It was a bright and 
sunny period in the growtH of Georgia. The 
State university at Athens had just been 
founded and happy days of enlightenment 
seemed to be dawning upon the expanding 
settlements despite the frequent troubles 
with the Indians. 

Since the removal of the capital to Atlanta 
the old building has been used for a college. 
This was founded in 1888 and since then 
it hal urned out a number of graduateg 
each year. For a number of years General 
D. H. Hill taught in the institution. Colo- 
nel J. C. Woodward is at present president 
of the institution and under his wise ad- 
ministration it has flourished.

The Federal Court Grand Jury Will Ask 
Congress to Build One, 


THERE SHOULD BE A PRISON HERE 


All the Prisoners from the South Have to 
Be Carried a Long Distance, at a 
Great Expense. 


An important document, proceeding from 
the United States court for the northern 
district of Georgia, will be transmitted to 
Washington city ‘today. 

The document relates to the establish- 
ment of a United States prison in Atlanta, 
for the accommodation of federal prisoners 
in the southern territory. 

From the urgent manner in which the 
erection of a prison is urged by the grand 
jury—the fact that a general bill providing 
for the location of a prison in the south 
has already passed—and the further fact 
that Atlanta is the most convenient and 
available situation for a prison in this sec- 


tion of the country—it is highly probable 


that the petition will be granted. 

In addition to the plea of the grand jury, 
addressed to the congress of the United 
States, through the congressman from this 
district, Colonel L. F. Livingston, special 
petitions will be sent by Judge Newman, 
District Attorney James, the clerks of the 
federal court, the postmaster, the commis- 
sioner of the internal revenue and the 
United States marshal. 

Columbus Too Far Off. 

This recommendation. of a prison to be 
located in Atlanta is due to the fact that 
the prison now used for the incarceration of 
prisoners is located in Columbus, O. 

The distance is altogether too great for 
the south Atlantic states. In addition to 
the heavy expense entailed upon the govern- 
ment by the conduct of prisoners to and 
fro, a number of arguments affecting the 
welfare of the prisorérs might be cited. 

Not the least among these is the matter 
of climate. The atmosphere of that lati- 
tude is too severe for prisoners who have 
lived all their years in the south. The re- 
sult of this exposure is frequently a de- 
struction of the health, and the bringing 
on of such complaints as often terminate 
in consumption. 


Three or four years ago, during the service 


of Congressman Stewart, a bill was passed 
for the establishment of three prisons— 
one to be located in the north, another 
west of the Rocky mountains, and the 
other in the south. 

None of these prisons have yet been lo- 
cated, but in view of the fact that provision 
has already been made, there seems to be 
litthe doubt attaching to the hope that 
congress will take the matter into consid- 
eration. 

This Is the Location. 

Of all the available situations for a prison 
south of the Ohio river, Atlanta is undoubt- 
edly the most important. 

Situated at the foot of the Blue Ridge 
mountains, the altitude is high and healthy, 
and commands n outlook of all the south- 
ern country. 

A government prison located in Atlanta 
for the use and the benefit of the southern 
states would be more convenient than to 
locate it anywhere else in the south. 

It would draw from all the neighboring 
and adjacent states and would greatly re- 
duce the expense of the government incurr- 
ed by carrying prisoners all the way to 
Columbus, O. 

In a few years the total expense of erect- 
ing a prison in the south would be equaled 


by the .avings in the cost of transportation 
‘The pill referred to for the erection of: 


United States prisons provides that the cost 
in each case shall not exceed $500,000. An 
effort, however, will be made to secure a 
$1,000,000 appropriatian. 

A prison of this kind will mean a great 
deal for Atlanta. It will give employment 
to hundreds of men, while it will add consid- 
ably to the material wealth of the city. 

Letter of the Grand Jary. 


The following is the letter of the grand 
jury that will be forwarded to Washington 
te the Congress of the United States— 
We, the undersigned committee of the 
grand jury of the United States court, at 
the last meeting of this term of the court 
in this city, visited the jail for the purpose 
of ascertaining the condition of United 
States prisoners placed in said jail, and 
found a miserable stafe of affairs existing 
there. The building is inadequate for state 
and county prisoners, to say nothing of 
United States prisoners. There were as 
many as eight to twelve in a cell, which 
cell was only 8x12 feet. Prisoners whose 
sentences are long are transmitted to other 
cities and often innocent men are torn away 
from their friends and families who cannot 
assist them. The south needs a goverr- 
ment prison badly and Atlanta, being a 
central point, and furnishing in and around 
the state numerous prisoners, and for other 
reasons we, the grand jury, heartily rec- 
ommend to you the passing of a bill and 
appropriation for a government prison

Mr. W. C. Shearer, the chairman of the 
grand jury, who has been specially active 
in his effort to secure the government 
prison, was seen in the district attorney’s 
office yesterday at noon. 

“We ought to have a government prison 
here by all means,“ said Mr. Shearer, and I 
intend to leave no stone unturned that will 
contribute to that end. There is no telling 
how many Ives are destroyed each year 
by subjecting southern prisoners to the 
rigors of a northern climate. The health 
of a prisoner, ‘ike that of any other in- 
dividual, is sacred, and the law, while it 
may restrict his liberty, has no right to 
impair his constitution. This is an urgent 
reason why we should havea large and 
commodious prison in the south. Another 
good reason is the saving that would be se- 
cured to the government. As it is now it 
takes an enormous sum to transport 
prisoners to Ohio. Atlanta f the best place 
because it is high and healthy and because 
it is most convenient for the surrounding 
territory. It is simply an outrage the way 
our prisoners are now treated.“ 


JUDGE PARDEE’S VISIT. 


He Will Reach the City Next Monday 
to Preside at Redwine’s Trial. 


The trial of Lewis Redwine is set for 
next Monday morning. 

On account of a session of the court in 
Columbus, however, which does not ad- 
journ until that time the case will have to 
be deferred until the day succeeding. 

Judge Pardee has already informed Judge 
Newman that he'will be in Atlanta to try 
the case according to appointment. He 
will probably reach the city next Monday 
morning, and will start upon the hearing 
of the case Tuesday. 

A jury to try Lewis Redwine has already 
been drawn in the federal court and both 
sides will no doubt be ready when the case 
is called next week. A number of witnesses, 
on either side, will have to be examined, 
and the case, from nearly every point of 
view, will be one of the most remarkable 
ever known in the history of criminal liti- 
gation. 

It has now been nearly a year since the 
alleged offense was committed. Redwine, 
in the meantime, has occupied a cell in Ful- 
ton county jail. He has received consid- 
erable attention and has enjoyed fairly 
good health. He is anxious for the trial 
to occur and says he is heartily tired of 
his quarters in the jail.

President Hirsch Makes Some Valua- 
ble Suggestions 
IN HIS ANNUAL REPORT TO-COUNCIL 


Two New Wards Are Nesded, 8o That the 
Hospital Can Be More Bficient—He 
Asks for Surg cal Instruments. 


The annual report of Hon. Joseph Hirsch, 
president of the board of trustees of the 
Grady hospital, is one of the most interest- 
ing papers sent to the general council of 
1893. | 
In the report Mr. Hirsth makes refer- 
ence to the report of Dr. Brewster, the 
superintendent, and that report covers all 
of the work of the year. 

But in his own paper Mr. Hirsch shows 
that the hospital is not yet as complete as 
it should be and asks for improvements 
His requests are not exorbitant and should 
receive the attention of tne general council 
of "94. After imtroducing thé subject, Mr. 
Hirsch says: 

“The report of our superintendent, which 
you will find very complete in ‘ts details, 
more fully demonstrates to you than any 
pen picture that i might draw the vast 
amount of work that has been done by our 
most philanthropic board of physicians, 
surgeons and other attaches. any un- 
fortunates who have received the benefits 
and she:tering care of the Grady hospital 
and who would have suffered beyond de- 
scription had the establishment of our city’s 
nobie institution been permitted to fail, 
bear the strongest testimony as to the 
great good that has been done, covering an 
area that only such an institution as the 
Grady hospital could successfully cope with. 
The growmg necessities for the further 
care and protection of our unfortunate poor, 
as well as of those who desire to receive 
the benefits of the hospital and are able 
and willing to pay, therefore suggest the 
very pressing need of en‘arging our in- 
stitution by adding two additional wards, 
one to be known as a maternity ward and 
the other for the reception and cure of con- 
tagious diseases. I believe I can with safety 
assert that there is no city of the magni- 
tude of ours and having such a well-regu- 
lated institution as the Grady hospital but 
what has such institution provmeu with 
the apartments to the necessity of which I 
respectfully call your honorable body’s at- 
tention and beg that you will give the sub- 
ject your most favorable and prompt at- 
tent-on and authorize the building of the 
Same at once, 

“Only those connected with such an im- 

rtant institution as our hospital. and hav- 
ng daily knowledge of the demands upon 
its limited resources, can form the proper 
estimate of the pressing need of the addi- 
tional quarters to which I eall your ur- 
gent and immediate favorable attention. 
Much good wili result therefrom and many 
lives perhaps saved from disease that we 
are now powerless to handle beeause pro- 
vision is not made therefor. The work 
done at the Grady hospital and the results 
thereof will, I believe, compare most favor- 
ably with any institution of the kind in 
the country. The surgical department of 
the hospital and one of its most tmpor- 
tant features requires your attention. The 
instruments used in this department are 
the properties of the individual surgeons, 
the benefits of whose skill and talent the- 
city receives without cost. All institutions 
of the nature of the Grady hospital un- 
der the control of the city wherein located, 
are furnished with necessary apburtenances 
by such city. When the Gradv hospital was 
completed and turned over to the city, its 
appointments lacked completion in several 
details, because of the scarcity of funds. 
Among the necessaries so much needed 
was the furnishing of the above referred 
to department, and which stil remains in 
the same condition, exgept that the neces- 
gary instruments are furnished from the 
88 cabinets of each individual surgeon. 

ou will readily see that this should be 
remedied and I, therefore, respectfully ask 
your honorable body to make suca necersa- 
ry appropriation as is required for fur- 
nishing the surgical department as will be 
in keeping with our noble institution and 
its requirements. I am pleased to report 
that each department of our hospital is in 
direct sympathy with the whole, hearing 
such fruits of harmony and good will in the 
work for the success of the institution 
as your board of trustees have striven for 
since its establishment.”
